—A  Santiago  teleqram  o(  the  31st  nit.  says  the 
liberals  will  present  the  name  of  Vic»nte  Reyes  as 
a  cjndidate  for  the  presidency, 

— Saoliago  telegrams  of  the  3131  ult.  and  ls( 
inst.  state  that  the  Rothschilds  have  advanceil 
^2,000,000  sterling  In  Chili  for  one  ye.ir,  ihe 
interest  amounting  to  $500,000  gold.  The  Cliilian 
press  is  crilici«ing  the  terms  of  the  loan. 

—k  Sucre  telegram  of  the  2S:h  says  that  Bolivia 
will  refuse  10  submit  to  arbitrati'in  any  part  of  its 
boundary  controversy  with  Brazil,  The  arbitra- 
tion  propaganda  promoted  by  the  United  States 
does  not  seem  to  be  at  all  popular  down  here. 

—There  was  a  slight  earihquake  in  V^alparaiso 
on  the  29th.  The  people  were  greatly  terrified, 
lielieving  that  it  was  the  beginning  of  some  great 
disaster  as  predicted  by  Professor  Falb  for  tire 
30Lh.  A  subsequent  telegram  s.iys  tliat  consider- 
able damage  was  done. 

—Recent  telegrams  from  Chili  and  Argentina 
show  that  the  boundary  disptite  is  again  drifting  into 
an  .acute  stage.  Santiago  telegrams  of  the  Isi  inst. 
slate  lliat  Chili  can  not  yield  in  lier  claims,  and 
that  the  threatening  attitude  of  Argentina  renders 
a  wiihdrawal  impo-sible. 

—The  new  Peruvian  minister  to  Chili,  Sr.  Rosas, 
says  the  situation  in  Peru  is  not  so  critical  as  is 
generally  believed.     The  coal  mines  discovered  at 

L'humliote  and  Hurrraz,  and  the  petroleum  deposits 
are  rich  ennugh  to  ytiarantee  the  future  of  the 
country.  He  also  thinks  that  the  contract  wi^h 
the  Peruvian  company  is  highly  favorable  lo  Peiti.

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Briii^b   Gniani  De- 
velopment Syndicate,  Mr.  A.  E.   II.   Swift  deliv- 
ered yesterday,   at  Winchester  House,  Old   Broad 
street,  a  ieciure  on  ih-  subject  of  Briiisli  Gniana 
Premising  with   the  rbsetvatifin   that  but  for    ihc 
recent  extraordinary  aciirin  of  the  President  of  the 
Uni'ed  St.ites  the  immense   value  of  the  colony 
would  have  remained  comparatively   unlctiown    to 
the  world,  the  lecturer  p-.tnted  out  that  Ihe  colony 
lay   adjacent  fi  Venezucin,  in  the  northern    por. 
tion  ol  the  S^nith  American  continent.     The  colony 
was  acquired  from  the   Dutch    in  1796.    and   was 
formally  ceded   to   Great   UritPin   in   1814.     After 
desciibing    in    considerable    detail     the     various 
attempts  made  by  the  neighboring  Veneiuelans  lo 
encroach  upon  iticii- territory  Iwyond   the   Schom. 
burgh  line  of  demarcation,  and    insisting  that   the 
archives  of  the  cmrt  of  Madrid  would  definitely 
prove  the  Dutch  possessions    in  thai  part  of  the 
world,  since  taken  over  by  the  Buiish,  to  include 
the  whole  of  tlie  watershed  of  the  Esequibo,   ihe 
lecturer    contended    that    the  old    Dutch   posses- 
sions   of  Guiana  were   now    ihe  property  of    ihe 
British  by  force  of  arms  and  siien^th  of  no  s  session. 
The  only  weakness  of  the  British   government   iii 
the  maHfr  of  Guiana  consisted  in  iis  magnanimity 
m  allowing  so  much  of  its  rights   lo  be    open    to 
any  kind  of  arbitration.     The  colony   was    within 
fourteen    days   of  a   pleasant   Meamship  journey 
from    Engl.ind,     and    it*     population     numbered 
289,000,    iif  which    12,000  were   Portuguese  and 
4.000  English,  tlie  !)alance  consisting  ol   negroes, 
Indians,  and  Ea-t  Irdian  coolies.     The  climate  of 
the   coontiy   was   extremely   salubrious,   and   the 
grcjt  primeval  forests  which  covered  the  country 
contained    immense    stocks    of     v.iluable     wood. 
Communication    into   the  interior  was  chiefly   by 
means  of  steamships   along   the  Esequilx).     The 
country  was  immensely  ilch   in   gold— indeed,    he 
might  safely  say  that   it   wuuid   prove    t.,   be   the 
richest   gold-prodacine   country  ever  discovered. 
In  15X4  a  few  men— Indians  and   negroes— went 
into   the   interi  r  and  brought  down   250   oz.    of 
gold.     In  1SS9-90  Ihe  exports  of  gold  from  the 
colony    were    32.332  oz.,   and  in   1894-95  they 
amounted  10  134,047  oz.,  making  a  total   produc- 
lion   ol  raw   gold    ni   a   little  over   len    years    of 
upwards  of  ^3,000,000  sterlmg.     The   proximity 
ofthe  colony  lo  England,  ihe  low  f.eithtage,  the 
fhundance  of  water,  and   the  cheapness   of  labor 
were  all  in  favor  of  working   the   gold    at   an   ex- 
tremely low  rale.     Up  to  the  present  time  alluvial 
gold    had  been    the   only  g.-ld  produced  in  ihe 
colony;  but   now   ihey  were  preparing  to  attack 
tlie  reefs,  and   machinery    for   that  purpose  was 
lieuig    rapidly    sliipped.     Tlie    properly    of    the 
British  Guiana  Development  Syndicate  was  served 
by  a  government   fleet  of  steamers,   a    waterway 
exisiint;  between  their  own  port  and  Georgetown. 
■Pheir  property  had  produced    some  of  the  richest 
deposits  of  gold  foand  in  Gniana,   and  yet  nine- 
lenihs   thereof   was   as   yei   comparatively   unex- 
i'Iored._     The   position   of  the   comi^any   in    the 
colony  itself  was  an  honorable  one.     They  had  the 
lepuiaiion  of  having  the  development  of  the  colony 
seriously  at  hea.t  ;  they  cruld  not  be  affected   by 
any  poisible  claim  of  the  Venezuelans,   and   their 
titles  were  registered  boih  in  London  and  George- 
lown.     Guiana,  concluded  the  lecturer,  after  quot- 
ing copious  extracts  of  a  favorable  nature  from  the 
opinions  of  vaiious  e-vperts,  had  possibilities  of 
wealth  beyond  the  dreams  of  avarice.

Guiana  given  by  me  ye>terd3y  I  am  made  to  speak 
on  the  following  points  in  a  way  which  may  lead 
to  miicottceptMis.  What  I  did  say  was  as  fol- 
lows;—(i)  Communication  with  the  interior  was 
by  the  rivers  by  steamers  and  boats.  {2)  That 
the  government  map  showed  the  steamer  terminas 
to  be  beyond  the  syndicaie's  landing.  (3)  That 
the  property  of  the  syndicate  is  situated  in  District 
>o.  2,  which  has  produced  some  of  the  richest 
deposits  of  gold  found  in  Guiana.

TRINIDAD, 
Seventeen  iiours  of  continaous  sieaminp 
in  a  Boiith-westerty  (iirection  from  IJiirba- 
dos  brinight  us  witliin  sight  of  the  blue 
mount;iinn  of  TrinidaLl,  We  passed  by 
daylii^lu  along  tlie  noilhern  coast,  and  ar- 
rivetl  ;it  the  narrow  entrance  of  the  gulf  of 
Piiria,  known  as  I!nca  Drago,  or  the  Dra- 
gons Mt)uilu  Our  course  was  along  lofty 
hills  vising  from  tlie  water's  edge  wbicli 
were  cloilied  from  sea  to  sky  in  dense,  dark 
forests.  Tlie  volcanic  appearance  wliich 
marked  the  Curibbean  islands  is  gone,  ami 
Trinid;ul  looks  like  a  part  of  a  continent. 
Suddenly  a  nirrow  passage  opened  tlirough 
the  mountain  wall,  wiih  a  little  rocky 
island,  whitened  by  sea  birds,  in  its  midst. 
Far  out  on  the  liorizon  beyond  the  misty 
cioiuLs  which  hovered  over  the  sea  could  be 
discovered  the  continent  of  South  America. 
Tlirough  a  ma/.c  of  currents,  which  would 
have  made  the  passage  difficult  to  a  sailing 
vessel,  the  steamer  forced  Its  way,  and  in  a 
short  time  we  liad  passed  among  a  few  low 
wooded  islands  into  the  vast  gulf  ol  Paria, 
tlie  great  watery  plain  where  the  flooiis  of 
tlie  Orinoco  spread  themselves  before 
mingling  with  tlie  sea.  Tlie  cliange  was 
marvellous ;  instead  of  the  bright  blue 
ocean  we  were  ploughing  a  yellow  sea, 
waveless  and  blazing  with  the  reilection  of 
a  tropical  sun.  We  had  come  into  the 
gulf  In"  tlic  nonliern  passage  ;  the  southern, 
by  which  Columbus  entered  on  his  third 
voyage,  lies  opposite  and  is  called  the  Boca 
Sicrpe,  or  Serpent's  Mouth.  Here,  after  a 
lon;j;  and  trying  voyage,  the  great  navigator 
had  fdund  land  agaiti,  and  in  fullilment  of 
a  vow  to  name  the  first  hind  alter  the  Holy 
Trinity,  he  called  the  island  Trinidad.  lie 
found  groves  of  palm  trees  and  noble  tbrests 
and  abundant  springs  and  streams,  though 
he  had  supposed  that  so  near  the  equator 
nature  would  be  parclied  and  sterile. 

Wiieii  tiic  anchor  of  the  Madhiiia  went 
down  into  the  gulf  of  Paria  and  we  steamed 
ahead  to  bring  it  to  a  hold  the  water  be- 
came as  muddy  :is  the  Mi.ssissippi.  A 
steam  launch  soon  came  to  carry  the  pas- 
sengers ashore,  and  on  our  way  thillier  we 
passed  a  dismantled  and  rusting  hulk 
mooretl  before  the  town,  and  also  a  river 
steamer  with  its  liuge  stern  wiiecl.  This 
was  the  freight  and  passenger  steamer  in 
which  one  of  our  company  who  had  enter- 
tained us  with  his  mandolin,  his  monkey 
bought  at  St.  Kitts,  and  his  photographic 
views,  was  to  ascend  the  Orinoco.  I  liave 
seen  him  since  the  voyage,  and  his  tales  of 
the  dangers  and  delights  of  the  way  made 
me  long  for  a  chance  to  go  np  this  river 
and  the  still  larger  Amazon,  and  see  nature 
and  man  in  these  fresh  routes  of  travel, 

Port  of  Spain  was  a  curious  compound 
of  English,  French  and  Spanish  buildings 
placed  on  broad  streets  or  around  tree- 
planted  squares,  with  tramways  along  the 
cliief  avenues,  dirty  gutters  and  hundreds 
of  disgusting  black  and  gray  buzzards, 
gobbling  up  refuse  or  roosting  on  the 
trees.  I  use  the  past  tense  in  speaking  of 
the  town,  for  a  few  days  after  we  left  the 
place  a  fire  broke  out  and  spread  rapidly 
destroying  the  business  portion  of  the  town 
and  entailing  a  loss  of  four  millions  of 
dollars.  It  was  only  through  the  efforts  of 
the  marines  of  the  American  men-of-war 
New  York,  Cincinnati  and  Raleigh  that  a 
more  terrible  loss  of  property  and  of  life 
was  averted.  The  marines  to  the  number 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  rendered  prompt 
and  efficient  service  with  their  fire  hose, 
which  was  taken  ashore  in  the  ships'  boats. 
This  is  the  third  great  fire  which  has  oc- 
curred here  in  the  past  dozen  years, 

There  is  an  extensive  carrying  trade  be- 
tween Port  of  Spain  and  Venezuela.  Gold 
and  other  produce  of  the  latter  country  arc 
brought  to  Trinidad  for  reshipment,    and 


goods  from  luirope  and  elsewhere  arc  sent 
to  Trinidad  and  re-exported  thence  to 
Venezuela.  Port  of  Spain  is  the  only  har- 
bor of  any  commercial  importance  un  the 
i.-iland,  and  it  is  also  regarded  as  nnc  of  the 
best  in  the  West  Indies.  The  lirsl  railway 
in  the  colony,  from  Port  of  Spain  to  Armia, 
sixteen  miles,  was  opened  in  1S76.  From 
St.  Joseph,  a  station  on  the  tine  six  miles 
from  Port  of  Spain,  a  line  Ins  liccn  built 
to  San  Fernando,  twent)'-iiine  niil.'s,  and 
Princes  Town,  thirty-si.^  miles,  T!ic  total 
length  of  railway  open  on  Decemb.T  31, 
iSijo,  was  liriy-Iour  and  a  quarter  miles, 
the  wlioie  of  which  was  constructed  at  a 
total  cost  or/'(JJ3,63S,  and  isowajii  by  the 
government. 

The  government  Inuse  stands  nut  of 
town,  in  large  groumls  at  die  foot  of  the 
mountains.  In  front  and  around  it  are 
the  famous  Botanical  Gardens.  W^i  had 
seen  notliing  equal  to  them  in  th :  We5t 
Indies.  Kvery  known  .species  of  pdm  tree, 
from  the  tall  cocoanut  palm  laden  with 
fruit  to  the  traveller's  palm  whose  stems 
hold  a  tuinberful  of  refreshing  water,  were 
growing  here.  Nutmeg,  cinnamon  and 
other  spice  trees,  immense  ceibas  with 
their  buttressed  trunks,  ilimbiivant-;  and 
almonds,  orange  orchards.  colToe  and  pine- 
apple plantauons  filled  the  air  wiili  fraq,'- 
rance,  and  a  mass  of  flowers  deligliied  the 
eye  with  rich  and  varie.l  colors.  Huge 
vines  hang  from  some  <:>{  tiie  largest  trees 
and  orchids  clung  to  trunks  and  branches. 
It  was  a  paradise  of  vegetation,  rank  and 
rich,  yet  under  careful  and  intelligent 
supervision.  We  spent  a  morning  of  de- 
light among  these  natural  wonders  and 
beauties,  and  then  strolled  by  |)!easant 
roads  to  the  beautiful  Savannah,  and 
lunched  at  a  new  and  well-appointed  hotel 
on  one  of  the  streets  which  bound  Uus  great 
pleasure  ground  of  Trinidad. 

Sixty  miles  south  of  Port  of  Spain  is 
one  of  the  wonders  of  the  world;  a  dark 
and  disgraceful  thing,  indeed,  but  yet  a 
phenomenon.  Pitch  is  no  novelty,  but  a 
plain  of  a  hundred  acres  more  or  less, 
where  the  pitch  is  bubbling  up  at  the  rate 
of  tons  a  day,  is  certainly  worth  seeing, 
and  I  had  no  sympathy  with  the  snob  who 
sent  his  valet  to  inspect  for  him,  because, 
as  he  said,  it  was  a  dirty  job  and  a  black 
lake  was  not  half  as  beautiful  as  an  or- 
dinary lake.  The  bitumen  deposits  bv  the 
Dead  Sea  and  at  Baku  on  the  Caspian, 
and  the  oil  wells  of  Pennsylvania  are  not 
beautiful  to  look  upon,  but  they  are  curious 
and  instructive,  and  they  promote  study 
and  .scientific  investigation.  It  was  once 
thought  that  the  pitch  lake  of  Trinidad 
had  some  connection  with  the  volcanic 
forces  of  the  West  Indies,  but  a  sounder 
and  simpler  explanation  has  been  given  by 
practical  chemists  and  surveyors,  to  wit, 
that  the  buried  vegetable  matter  which  has 
been  amassed  licre,  becomes  a  sort  cf 
peat,  and  then  is  converted  by  tlie  chemi- 
cal processes  of  nature  into  an  oily  asphalt, 
which  under  the  pressure  of  the  upper  soil 
gradually  oozes  up  to  the  surface. 

We  came  to  La  Brea  at  daylight  in 
order  to  avoid  the  heat,  whicli  upon  tlie 
pitcli  lake  in  the  middle  of  the  day  is 
something  frightful.  We  were  put  ashore 
in  boats  through  a  heavy  surf,  landing  on 
a  reef  of  pitch  which  had  flowed  down 
,  into  the  sea,  and  become  almost  as  hard 
as  cement.  The  beach  is  mostly  covered 
with  black  pitch,  and  a  road  made  arti- 
ficially of  the  same  material  winds  np  a 
long  and  gradual  ascent  to  the  lake.  The 
,  sun  had  risen,  and  though  the  road  was 
partly  through  woodland,  its  surface  soon 
became  yielding  under  the  feet,  and  was 
unpleasantly  warm  to  the  feet.  It  seemed 
strange  to  see  rich  vegetation  everywhere, 
but  it  is  evident  that  the  pitch  does  not 
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injure  it,    I  picked  huge  waxy  red  flowers 
out  ofliule  green  oasci  in  the  pitchy  plain, 
and  a  x-ariety  of  smaller  planti  and  flowers 
were  growing  in  ihe   same  places.     But 
ever\'iliing  was  more  ot  less  covered  with 
pitch  du!>t,    the  smell  of  pitch  was  in  the 
air,  and  aiier  a  walk  ol  less  than  a  mile  up  a 
gentle  slope  we  reached  our  goal.     The 
black  lake  with  Its  inky  pools,  and  spots  of 
y»I!ow  bubbles,    and    water    cracks,    and 
yielding  surface,  and  strong  odor   of  sul- 
phuretted  hydrogen,    has  been   often   de- 
scribed, but  i:  must  be  seen  and  smelled  to 
be  appreciated.      Anything  more    black, 
malodorous  and  repulsive  in  nature  I  have 
never   seen  upon   earth's  surface.     It  has 
been  likened  to  a  vast  asphalt   pavement 
\vi;h  many  furrows  and  holes  filled   with 
inky  waters,  in  which  swim  ugly  fish  and 
black  beetles.     Charles  King.«lcy  compares 
it  to  a  crowd  of  immense  black  mushrooms 
of  all  shapes,  close  together,  their  tops  on  a 
level,    and   their  rounded   rims    squeezed 
tight  against  each  other,  with  water  poured 
over  them  so  as  to  fill  all  ihe  seams.     But 
these  are  inventions,  not  descriptions.     .A, 
vast  black  lake  with  multitudes  of  circles 
such  as  is  made  when  a  stone  is  thrown 
into  water,  gives  a  fair  idea  of  the  appear- 
ance   frtm   a  little  distance.    When  one 
comes  to  walk  over  the  pitch,  for  it  is  solid 
enough  tu  walk  over,  he  finds  deep  pools 
and  channels  of  water,  and  places  where 
the  pitch  bubbles  up  with  a  yellowish  scum 
and  a  sulphurous  smell.     If  he  stands  long 
in  one  place  after  the  sun   is  high,  his  feet 
sink  gradually  ;  and  horses  and  carts  which 
load     the    mateiial    only    remain    a    few 
moments  in  the  same  spot.     When  pieces 
of  pitch   are   taken    out,    nature   at    once 
begins  to  repair  the  damage,  and  in  twenty- 
four  houis  the  hole  is  filled  up  again.     \Ve 
saw    the    process    beginning    in    a   dozen 
ditjerent  places.     Besides  the  curious  siglit 
of  little  islands  of  rich  vegetation  rising  out 
of  this  black    plain,    there  were   here   and 
"there   great    piecei   of   wood    sticking    up 
endwise,    having     apparently     come     up 
il-rough  the  pitch,  for  they  had  crowns  of 
pitch  on  the  end  which  rose  two   or   three 
feet  above  the  surface.     A  strange  quality 
of  the  material  was  that  it  did  not  stick  to 
or  soil  the  hands.     I  took  a  ball  of  the 
stufi^  and  worked  it  like  putty,  and  it  was 
not  until  the  water  was  thoroughly  squeezed 
out    that   it  began    to   show   any  dirty  or 
sdhesive  characteristics.     This  is  due  to  the 
amount  of  earthy  matter  which  is  mingled 
with  the  vegetable  oil  in  the  product.     We 
walked  over  acres  of  the  lake,   dug  into  it 
for  specimens,  one  of  the  lads  caught  a  fish 
in  a  black  pcol.  and    lest  the   sulphuretted 
hydrogen  and  the  hct    sun  in  combination 
should   make  us  sick,  we   limited  our  visit 
to  about  an  hour.     The  tract  is  leased  by 
the  government  of  Trinidad  to  an  American 
asphal:   company    for    Sony -one    years,    at 
$6o,oc-o  a  year,  and  thecompanv  is  coining 
money.     \s  president  recently  paid  nearly 
ihree-quaners  of  a  million   d.Mlars   for   a 
pshce  in  New  York,  and  there  is  no  limit 
10  the  business  which  can  be  done   in   this 
material.     It    is  used    for    pavement?,    for 
roofs,  for  cellars,  for  Lhe  protec::on  of  walls 
for  tombs,    for   tennis  courts   2nd    garden 
paths,  for  \i'iage  sidewalks;  and   new  ap- 
plications are  demised   every  racnih    which 
will  tern  this  black   and  ill^meiling   mass 
into   the   gold   which    Columbii-    ind   his 
comrades  rainly  sought  in  Trinidad.    Thus 
does  the  world  progress,  and   the  discarded 
and    despised    materials   of   one    centun- 
become  the  w^hh  of  its  siiixe5s.:'rs .     The 
asphak  company  has  established  machineir 
near  the  lake  to  crush  anri  pariV  -.he  pilch 
as  it  comes  from  the  lake   in  carj^.  to  form 
it  ioiO  blocks  ■  r  pack  :t  in  barreX   and  aa 
endless  chain  of  hcge  iron  buckets  has  betn 
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late  the  iransportotion  of  the  asphalt  to 
vessels.  I  was  aftorded  an  excellent  ex- 
ample to  what  base  uses  fine  thing*  may 
come,  when  I  saw  the  Madiana  which  was 
so  neat  and  trim  on  our  winter  excursion, 
lying  on  a  summer  day  at  her  New  York 
dock,  dirty  and  grimy,  and  discharging 
tons  of  black  freight  from  La  Brea  and  the 
pitch  lake  upon  the  wharf. 

We  rowed  through  a  rough  sea  back  to 
our  steamer,  hoisted  the  anchor,  and  beft.>re 
noon  were  once  more  at  Port  of  Spain. 
Our  long  voyage  to  the  south  was  ended 
and  the  ship  was  homeward  bound. 

One  morning  we  were  again  at  St. 
Thomas  ;  the  men-of-war  had  departed,  the 
town  was  asleep  ;  we  landed  and  engaged 
in  commerce  :  freighted  with  cigars,  bay 
rum,  fruits  and  plants,  we  returned  to  the 
ship,  and  were  soon  steaming  northward. 
After  two  days  the  mercurj-  in  the  ther- 
mometer has  fallen  to  60  degrees  Fahrenheit 
at  noon  ;  there  is  a  chill  in  the  morning 
air;  we  steam  through  floating  masses  of 
seaweed  ;  a  dey)  blue  water  is  beneath,  and 
a  cold  blue  sky  overhead.  The  passengers 
have  packed  up  their  white  clothes  and 
straw  hats,  and  appear  in  dark  tweeds  and 
winter  gray  suits,  with  blue  pchting  caps 
and  black  felt  hats.  West  India  mangoes 
and  sapodillas  have  given  place  to  oranges 
on  the  Cable,  and  we  have  an  appetite  for 
animal  food.  Ah,  a  northeaster  has  struck 
us ;  we  meet  cold,  sleety  rain ;  leafless 
trees;  winter  lingering  in  the  lap  of  spring. 
But  we  are  heartily  welcomed  home.  Some 
of  the  warmest  and  truest  of  human  hearts 
beat  in  the  colder  climates  of  the  earth, 
and  it  is  our  happy  lot  to  have  a  multitude 
of  such  warm-hearted  friends.  God  bless 
them  ^\.— Augustus,  in  Nau  York 
Observer.

10  PROTECT  CONSUMERS. 
.\  quesiiott  of  great  iitteie^t  lelaiing  to  ihe 
health  id  this  ciiy,  and  one  which  is  receiving  moie 
and  more  atltn'ioo  in  other  parts  of  lhe  civilized 
worirt  as  lhe  months  pass,  was  discussed  at  ihc 
meeting  of  lhe  stale  board  of  hcahh  on  Friday. 
The  eiarainanon  nl  daiiy  herds  throi^oat  the 
Slate  has  not  been  discontinaed,  alihough  it  has 
been  restricted.  Since  July  15  the  board's  eom- 
niiitee  has  inspected  853  head  of  caule  and  has 
killed  29S  of  these,  which  had  the  disease  com- 
luooly  called  consumption  ;  that  is  to  say,  neuly 
35  per  cenL  were  tubeicnlous.  The  mbcmilin 
test  was  trostworthy  in  etery  case.  The  qneslinn 
under  consideraiion,  of  which  we  hare  spoken, 
lelated  to  methods  by  which  consumers  of  milk  in 
this  city  can  be  protected  against  the  sale  of  milt 
taken  from  consumptive  cows. 

We  have  repeatedly  predicted  that  eventually 
this  ciiy,  and  ail  other  cides  in  the  dviHied  world, 
would  uke  etTectiTC  measures  to  prevent  the  sale 
to  iheir  inhabiianu  of  milk  carrying  the  germs  ol 
that  disease  which  is  the  worst  scourge  of  lhe  ha- 
man  race— ial>erca]osi£,  commonly  called  con- 
sumption. It  is  known  that  a  considerable  per- 
cenlage  of  the  milch  cows  in  this  cooniry  and  in 
other  dviUzed  lauds  have  this  disease  and  that  the 
germ»  of  ii  arc  discharged  from  the  udders  of  luber- 
cnloas  cows  with  their  milk.  The  sale  of  sadi 
milk  in  any  dty  can  be  prevented  only  by  the  sup- 
pression of  the  disea&e  in  the  herds  from  which  the 
diy  is  supplied.  The  tubeicubn  test,  when  piop- 
crly  applied,  is  caerring,  and  by  means  of  u  the 
tulKicaloos  cows  in  any  herd  can  be  deiecrwJ. 
The  lime  is  coming  when  every  dvilired  oK  will 
f6rl»d  the  sale  within  its  bjundarieis  of  milk  from 
a  dsiiy  herd  which  has  not  been  cleansed  of  this 
d'sease  by  means  of  the  icberoilin  lest. 

We  hope  thai  ihe  legislaiare  of  this  i.W.t  a:  i;s 
comins  session  will  deal  wisely  with  lliis  qac£i;on.

The  McIIardy  Company  sent  from  S.  Taiilo 
nnd  cnused  t«  be  set  U|)  in  the  building  on  the 
Lartto  do  Lnpa  an  exhibit  of  complex  nndconiplete 
machinery  wnlch  has  altracted  the  attenlion  uf  all 
visitors. 

The  McHardy  Company  was,  go  to  spealc,  ttie 
exhibitor  that  best  unJerslood  the  imporlniice  of  a 
contest  like  our^.  Overcoming  trnnsporlation 
difficulties  and  spending  a  considerable  sum  or 
money,  it  not  only  displayed  the  products  of  it:i 
actor^,  but  also,  using  suitable  motive  power, 
eahibited  it^  machinery  in  operation.  Thus  ilie 
visitor  who  is  not  indifTerent  to  our  material  pro- 
gress  may  see  this  machinery  at  work  and  form 
an  unerring  idea  of  its  importance  and  utility  on 
a  cotlee  plantation. 

The  McHardy  Company  o(  Camplnns  was  the 
only  exhibitor  tliat  gave  life  and  value  to  the 
respeciive  exhibit.  Ii  13  no  exaggeration,  or  puff, 
to  say  that  this  company,  which  alone  gave  im- 
portance  to  its  <1isp1.iy  in  ihe  eyes  of  tlie  Kio  de 
Janeiro  public,  was  Ihe  most  practical  |pf  all  the 
exhibitors. 

Invited  to  take  part  in  the  industrial  contest  of 
1895,  it  has  honored  the  slate  o(  S.  Paulo  nnd  has 
exercised  a  sagacity  enabling  it  Vt  make  a  bril- 
liant displny  of  its  machinery,  which  hns  been 
gradually  perfected  so  as  to  now  possess  all  the 
improvements  that  are  demanded  by  Ihe  most 
exacting  requirements  of  agricultural  work, 

The  arrangement,  for  instance,  of  the  heavy 
machinery,  belon^iing  to  the  company's  exhibit, 
moved  by  steam,  for  the  preparation  of  cotTee  on  a 
uniform  and  horizontal  plane,  although  depending 
on  elevators,  was  suggested  to  the  company  by 
actual  and  practical  experience  at  whose  liemaml 
it  was  adopted.  This  system  possesses  advan- 
tages that  are  not  found  in  machinery  supcrini- 
posed  on  a  veitical  plane,  not  only  because  it  is 
adapted  to  the  purposes  of  supervision  and  cxam- 
inalitin  of  the  parts  of  which  it  is  composed,  but 
also  because  it  is  exempt  from  the  difficulties 
under  which  the  other  machinery  labors  whenever 
during  the  work  there  occurs  an  accident  or  ob- 
stacle which  it  is  necessary  to  neutralise  and  fur 
whose  supervision  tlie  latter  machinery  requires  a 
much  larger  personnel. 

In  addition  tn  this  combination  of  machinery 
the  company  exhibits  three  cane  mills  of  three 
distinct  classes,  namely  :  with  a  dank  to  be  moved 
by  hand;  with  the  necessary  airangemenis  for 
being  moved  by  horses  or  other  domestic  aiiiniiib, 
and  with  beltinj;  for  being  moved  by  steam. 


The  heavy  machinery  on  exhibiiion  that  is 
moved  by  stenm  consists  of  a  numbtr  of  operating 
machines  methodically  combined  with  all  iheir 
appurtenances  into  one  hftrmonious  whole  for  the 
complete  preparation  of  cofFee. 

We  proceed  to  desciibe  ii  in  delail,  showing 
the  work  performed  by  each  part. 

A  small  hopper  receives  the  dried  coffee  in  the 
hull,  which  is  taken  by  elevator  No.  i  and  de- 
posited in  a  temporary  receptacle,  which  replaces 
those  generally  used  for  the  preparation  of  coffee 
in  agricultural  or  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  receptacle,  which  is  the  initial  point  in  the 
machinery,  has  in  the  lower  part  a  spnal  conduc- 
tor fiir  completely  emplving  the  said  receptacle  of 
the  coffee  deposited  tlierein,  so  that  the  operalo^ 
has  nothing  to  do  but  to  open  Ihe  regulati>rs  ar- 
ranged at  a  convenient  height  in  ihe  bmiom  of  the 
receptacle,  at  the  same  time  putting  all  the 
machinery  in  motion. 

The  coffee,  regulated  throHghont  the  whole  ex- 
tent of  the  bottom  of  the  receptacle,  immediately 
receives  a  uniform  motion  and  is  taken  by  elevator 
No.  2  and  carried  lo  a  set  of  fans  by  which  it  is 
winnowed  and  extraneous  substances  removed. 
The  coffee  is  then  taken  by  elevator  No.  3  and 
cariied  to  the  cylinders  or  rollers  of  the  liuller, 
which  operates  simultaneouslv,  hulling  the  coffee 
and  removing  the  dust  and  other  rubbish  resiiliing 
from  this  ojDcration  by  means  of  a  suction  tube 
placed  within  the  drum  and  under  the  cylinders. 

This  huller,  of  which  the  company  is  the  sole 
patentee,  has  iron  and  steel  cylinders  or  rollers 
and  an  apparatus  for  graduating  the  plates  at  will. 
The  Imlled  coffee,  entirely  free  from  dust,  is 
received  by  elevator  No,  4  and  carried  to  the 
upper  hopper  of  the  double  fan.  On  leaving  the 
hopper  the  coffee  passes  through  a  current  of  air, 
produced  by  the  paddles  of  the  first  Ian,  which  re- 
moves the  lighter  part  of  the  hull.  It  then  falls 
on  the  oscillatiny:  bolters  of  the  second  fan  and  is 
winnowed  by  the  air  set  in  motion  by  the  paddles 
of  this  fan,  being  separated  entirely  from  ilie  heavy 
part  ofthe  hull  and  from  the  maiinheiro  (coffee  nut 
fully  husked)  and  falling,  thoroughly  cleansed, 
through  the  front  of  the  bolters  into  the  drum 
of  elevator  No.  5 . 

The  marinkeiro  is  received  by  elevator  No,  6 
and  returns  through  a  horizontal  conductor  placed 
in  Ihe  upper  part  and  supplied  with  bolters,  which 
in  the  passage  above  Ihe  fnns  separate  any  pieces 
of  hull,  or  any  grains  of  coffee  which  may  have 
accompanied  ii.  It  then  falls  again  on  the  cylinders 
ol  the  huller,  where  after  being  again  subjected  to 
the  bulling  operntoii  it  passes  anotner  time  through 
the  process  tliat  )ias  already  been  described. 

nie  clean  coffee  is  taken  by  elevator  No.  5  and 
carrieil  to  the  sejcarat'ir,  which  divides  it  into  the 
four  grades  known  as  large  flat  or  cabsfudo,  moch-t, 
ordinary  flat  and  small.  The  mocha,  small  and 
large  flat  coffee  may  be  sacked  separntely,  Ihere 
being  a  suitable  arrangement  lor  this  purpose. 

The  ordinary  coffee,  which  falls  from  the  centre 
of  the  separator  into  a  hopper,  is  carried  from  the 
latter  by  elevator  No.  7  to  the  grader  which  separ- 
ates it  into  first  and  second  quality,  there  being 
also  a  small  quantity  ^{  eseolha. 

This  last  machine  is  also  paienled  and  serves  as 
a  crucial  test,  shoeing  the  perfection  of  the  work 
done  by  the  separator.  Its  regulation  is  so  perfect 
that,  as  the  name  indicates,  it  grades  the  coffee,  in 
a  manner  that  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired. 

The  practice  generally  adopted  witli  coffee  mach- 
inery is  to  cause  to  paiis  tlirongli  the  grader  in  the 
first  instance  all  the  ordinary  flat  coffee  and  in  llie 
2nd,  3rd  and  4th  place  tlie  coffee  that  has  been 


separated  [  but  aome  planters  reserve  the  large 
flat,  mocha  and  small  grain  coffee  until  alter  the 
other  coffee  has  been  marketed  and  then  send 
them  to  market. 


The  second  exhibit  of  the  McHardy  Company  is 
n  cnne  mill  lurtied  by  hand,  by  means  o(  a  crank 
with  rollers  six  inches  in  diameter  by  nine  in 
length.  The  power  represented  by  the  crank  is 
I  X  3  and  that  reprcsenied  by  the  geaiing  1  >,  6. 
It  is  made  «f  iron  and  the  rollers  work  by  means 
of  cog-wheels  wiih  an  iron  base  mounted  on  a 
wooden  frame.     It  costK  50DJtOOO, 

The  third  exhibit  is  a  cane  mill  moved  by  animal 
power  with  rollers  12  inches  in  diameter  by  16  in 
length.  The  frame  and  base  are  of  iron  ot  the 
same  system.  The  rollers  are  woiked  by  conical 
gearing  in  the  proportion  of  1  ^  2%^  with  4  iron 
supportH,  fastened  to  the  platform  by  wrought  iron 
stiffening-rails,  the  upper  part  of  the  shaft  box- 
keyed  on,  to  receive  a  pule  centre  and  in  the  lower 
part  on  the  platform,  box  with  footstep  bearing, 
iuppoi ting  the  shaft  with  centre  wheel' and  the 
same  pule  centie.     Its  price  is  3,50oit'. 

The  fourtl)  is  a  cane  mill    intendeil  to  be  m 

by  sleam  or  water  power  with  rollers  16  inchL 

diameler  by  24  in  length,  with  direct  transmission 
of  the  rollers  by  means  ol  gearing  or  indirect 
transmission  by  means  of  a  pulley  connection  of 
the  shaft  of  the  engine  with  pipe  union.  It  cost! 
6,500$. 

IJesides  ihese  three  styles  of  mills  the  company 
manufactures  others  of  different  sizes  of  which  it 
keeps  a  large  number  always  in  stock. 

The  combined  machinery  on  exhibiiion  at  the 
building  on  Largo  da  Lapn  prepares  automatically 
from  350  to  400  arrobas  of  coffee  per  diem.  The 
company  makes  machinery  which  prepares  fn 
500  to  (joo  arrobas  a  day  and  still  larger  machinery 
preparing  800  to  I,o00  arrobas. 

That  on  exhibition  costs  only  iS,50o$ooo  and 
Ihe  prices  of  others  are  naturally  in  proportion. 
Really  there  is  nothing  cheaper  or  more  useful. 

Brazilian  agriculture  has  everything  tit  gain  by 
using  this  complete  machinery  in  the  preparation 
of  iis  products,  since  it  is  really  aulomatic  and 
labor-saving,  dispensing  with  lul)orers  required  by 
uncoml)ined  or  isolateii  machinery. 

The  company  also  manufactures  separate  mach- 
inery such  as  hullcrs,  fins,  separators,  graders, 
carts,  co[jper  stills,  from  the  .simplest  to  the  most 
improved  of  the  coniinnous  distillation  class,  ir 
short  every  kind  ol  machineiy  for  farm  and  factory, 
all  of  practical  utility  on  account  of  tlieir  construe 
tion  and  dutabilily. 

Now  let  us  proceed  to  descrihe  that  colossus  of 
which  the  noble  city  of  Campinas  is  so  proud,  and 
inform  our  readers  hoiv  the  BlcHardy  Company  is 
con.stitmed. 

Founded  in  1875  by  Mr.  William  McHardy, 
who  as  its  pioprielor  managed  it  until  1891,  this 
establishment  made  such  progress  and  its  work 
achieved  such  a  reputation  that,  when  in  the  latti 
year  the  company  wns  organized,  it  was  deemed 
advisable  to  retain  Ihe  name  by  which 
known. 

The  first  board  of  directois  was  composed  of 
Bariio  de  Ataliba  Kogueira,  president.  Dr.  Gabriel 
Dias  da  Silva,  secretary,  and  William  McHardy, 
inanai^er. 

In  1893,  when  the  board  completed  its  term  of 
office,  the  president  and  secretary  were  re-elected 
at  the  general  meeting  of  shareholders  held  that 
year  and  Mr.  Robert  J.  Paton  was  chosen  man- 
aging director.  The  ex-manager,  Mr,  William 
McHaidy,  who  is  one  ofthe  principal  shareholders 
in  the  company,  went  to  Europe,  where  he  has 
continued  to  render  it  valuable  services. 

Thewoikshops  occupy  an  area  of  6,320  square 
metres  witli  buildings  and  8,071  •'^qiinre  metres 
without  buildings,  tlie  latter  being  used  for  tem-

The  r.iw  materials  for  the  products  of  the  fac- 
tory consist  of  l)r.izilian  timber,  old  iron,  pig 
iron,  copper,  tin,  English  coke  and  gas  cuke  ol 
Uraiiliaii  production.  The  only  imported  articles 
are  Kngli^ll  coke,  pig  iron  and  pine,  the  latter  in 
very  small  quamity, 

U|itothe  present  the  markets  of  consumption 
have  heiwi  in  liie  sl.Ucs  of  S,  I'aulo,  Mjnas,  Uio  de 
Janeiro  and  (Joyaz,  having  as  means  of  commmii- 
caiioii  the  railways  and  local  roads  of  the  stale  of 
S.  I'aulo,  ihe  Central  railway,  the  railways  of  the 
siFite  iifMinas  Gcraes  and  the  road  from  the  Don 
of  Santas.  ' 

In  the  workshops  ol  the  McHardy  Company 
there  are  employed  175  men  and  25  boys,  besides 
about  50  persons  employed  in  office  work  and  the 
engineers,  machinists  and  carpenters  ennnged  in 
pnttiug  up  machinery  on  plantations.  Wages  for 
10  hours  labor  do  not  exceed  laif  per  diem  and  aie 
nevei  less  than  5$.

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Huch  an  arsenal  deserves  not  only  public  favor 
but  likewise,  with  the  energy  resulting  from  its 
own  iiiipoitnnce,  appeals  fur  siippoit  lioni  the 
admiiiistrulioii  of  the  country,  winch  it  behooves 
to  f.icilitiite  the  develojuncnt  of  manufactures  on  a 
large  scale  and  not  to  remove  for  agriculturists 
alone,  who  have  the  geneious  soil  as  raw  material, 
the  ;iiil  which  is  due  to  all  who  contribute  to  our 
material  iiniirovenient. 

Wliy  admit  fiee  from  duly  arlich 
mamidiclurcd  tn  this  country  ?  Why  exe 
tnxaiion  machineiy  similar  to  that  which  is  made 
here?  I.et  the  government  ofthe  repuhlic  tnke 
this  subject  into  ciinsideraiion  nn<l  tliiuk  of  tlie 
obst.icles  which  result  to  our  indusirial  proj;rt;;.s 
from  the  favors  granted  to  the  importers  of  foreign 
machinery. 

The  stale  of  .S.  Paulo  imports  every  year  tliou- 
saiuis  of  contos' ivorlli  of  implements  nnd  mach- 
inery, almost  free  from  custom-house  duties,  and 
tills  merchandise  moreover  is^  carried  on  the  rmU 
\v;iys  at  special  rates  in  favor  of  a^iiculinrists. 
And  yet  the  raw  materials  enipli>ye<i  by  the 
McITardy  Company  pay  lieiivy  duties  and  are  nt 
present  also  burdened  with  exorbit-int  rates  on  the 
railways, 

Weiepeiit;  the  McHardy  Company,  estiiblislied 
at  Campinas,  is  a  maulacturing  colossus.  Its 
nppearancc  at  Ihe  exhibition  does  honor  lo  Ijra- 
x.ilian  manufactuiiiig  industry.  It  is  not  enough 
for  the  public  to  fed  and  acknowledge  ihis  fact.

Thev  kept  us  in  a  stutc  of  mystification 
for  .some  time  l)efore  they  revealed  tlie 
source  of  this  marvellous  knowledfire,  and 
the  only  inforuiation  that  Powell  would 
vouchitafe  us  on  the  subject  was  to  the  ef- 
fect that  i— "'We  found  it  slow  here  with- 
out tlie  newspapers  at  breakfast,  and  have 
established  telegraphic  comiiumication 
with  Entfland,  All  the  Litest  racinjj  in- 
telligence coittes  through  tlie  tape  in  the 
doctor's  tent."  But,  before  aHkin^-  any 
questions  we  tfreetecl  our  lonH--absent 
friends.  Tliey  came  on  board  and  liad  a 
Kood  square  meal,  svicli  as  tliey  had  not  en- 
joyed for  a  \o\\n  time,  with  red  wine,  ci- 
gars and  other  luxuries,  and  after  this  we 
sat  down  to  a  lo^^■  yarn  and  an  excliauge 
of  nevvs. 

The  doctor  and  his  companions  had 
plenty  to  tell.  They  had  dug  a  ffreat  deal 
and  had  cleared  away  the  landslip,  till 
thev  arrived  at  what  appeared  to  be  tlie 
orij^niial  rocky  bottom  of  the  ravine.  They 
had  fuuiul  nu  sig'ns  of  tlie  treasure,  and 
they  had  evidently  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  there  was  but  little  chance  of  finding 
it  ;  but  they  had  not  lost  heart,  and  were 
of  opinion  that  it  would  be  advisable  to 
dig  for  a  few  weeks  more,  in  the  likely 
]}arts  of  the  ravine,  before  abandoning  the 
search  for  good. 

The  doctor  told  me  that  the  surf  had 
been  exceedingly  lieavy  recently,  and  that 
a  storm  had  completely  changed  the  char- 
acter of  the  beach,  a  sandbank  having 
been  formed  at  some  distance  from  tlie 
shore,  deep  water  intervening.  He  explain- 
ed to  me  that  this  hank  was  only  just 
awash  at  low  water,  and  that  the  sea  al- 
ways broke  upon  it,  ploughing  it  up,  so 
tha't  sand  and  water  were  rolled  up  to- 
gether, forming  a  boiling  surf  dangerous 
for  the  boat  to  cross. 

The  adventures  of  the  shore-party  dur- 
ing our  absence,  the  vi.'iit  of  the  man-of- 
war,  and  the  marvellous  escape  from 
drowning  of  several  of  our  men,  were  very 
interesting  to  hear.  Mr.  Piirseli,  as  be- 
ing one  of  those  on  shore,  can  tell  the  story 
better  than  I  can,  and  he  has  kindly  writ- 
ten for  mo  the  following  account  of  all 
that  occurred  whilst  the  yacht  was  away. 
His  narrative  commences  with  our  separ- 
ation on  December  30. 

After  parting  with  our  comrades  on  the 
Alerte,  we  made  haste  to  get  ashore  again, 
as  the  weather  looked  threatening  and 
there  was  every  prospect  of  a  rough  land- 
ing, As  soon  ah  we  Iiad  turned  the  corner 
of  Treasure  Bay  we  found  that  the  wind 
was  blowing  hard  right  on  shore,  and  that 
the  sea  had  begun  to  break  heavily  on  the 
beach,  throwing  dense  masses  of  spray 
into  the  air,  which  glistened  like  silver  in 
the  sunshine— a  magniticent  sight,  but  one 
whicli  portended  a  good  dncliing  for  us. 
However,  there  was  no  help  for  it  ;  we  had 
to  make  the  be»t  of  it  and  get  ashore  some- 
how. 

Vi^e  waited  for  a  comparative  calm.  We 
allowed  three  big  waves  to  pass  and  spend 
their  fury  on  the  beach  ;  the  word  was 
given,  and  we  dashed  on  towards  the  land 
with  all  the  force  we  could  put  into  our 
oars.  On  we  dew,  crossing  one  sandbank 
on  the  summit  of  a  curling  wave  that  broke 
with  a  sound  of  thunder  on  the  next  bank. 
On  we  pulled  with  set  teeth  and  straining 
muscles.  "Hurrah  I"  cried  the  doctor, 
"one  more  stroke  and  we  have  done  it  I"  — 
when,  suddenly,  we  were  in  tlie  back  wash 
—the  water  seemed  to  shrink  from  under 
us  into  the  wave  that  followed—the  stem  of 
the  boat  ploughed  into  a  sandbank,  while 
a  huge  wall  of  water  rose  up  behind  us, 
lifting  the  stern  liigh  in  the  air  till  the 
boat  stood  end  on,  and  the  next  moment 
oars,  tins,  boat  and  men  were  rolled  over 
and  over  each  other  in  the  boiling  foam. 
Our  first  thought,  on  struggling  to  our 
feet,  was  naturally  for  the  boat.  We  found 
her  turned  right  over  and  thrown  almost 
on  dry  laiul.  We  hastened  to  right  her. 
bale  her  out,  and  drag  her  up  out  of 
harm's  way  :  then,  liaving  collected  the 
■  oars,  stretcliers,  rudder,  etc.  wliich  were 
floating  about,  we  set  to  work  to  rescue 
our  provisions.  For  two  hours  we  dived 
.  about  in  the  surf,  picking  up  tins  of  meat. 
■  Swiss  milk,  ;ind  oatmeal,  a  bag  of  biscuit 
utterly  spoiled,  another  of  flour  reduced  to 
paste,  a  couple  of  rilles,  and  one  or  two 
boxes  of  cartridges.  Our  two  happy-dis- 
positioned  colored  men  had  great  fun  with 
the  ruined  flour,  pelting  each  other  with  it 
until  their  sliining  black  bodies  were  al- 
most covered  with  the  white  paste,  and 
roaring  with  laughter  at  each  successful 
hit. 

Though  we  did  not  abandon  the  search 
until  nothing  else  could  be  found,  an  in- 
spection showed  us  that  we  had  lost  a  good 
half  of  the  stores  we  had  brou;;ht  off  in  the 
boat,  Having  rescued  all  we  could,  the 
doctor  ordered  all  hands  up  to  the  camp 
for  a  tot  of  rum,  which,  I  need  hardly  say, 
we  were  very  glad  to  get.  The  most  im- 
portant loss,  of  course,  was  thai  of  the  bis- 
cuit and  flour  :  for  it  was  quite  possible 
that  the  yacht  might  be  away  for  several 
weeks,  on  her  voyage  to  and  from  Bahia, 
and  we  bad  only  a  small  supply  of  these 
articles  on  shore,  so  we  had  to  go  on  short 
rations,  so  far  as  they  were  concerned. 
Cloete-Smith,  Powell  and  myself  had 
now  been  on  shore  for  about  five  weeks, 
working  steadily  all  the  time,  and  we  were 
beginning  to  feel  the  effects  of  it-in 
trainer's  language,  we  were  getting  hor- 
ribly stale.  The  doctor,  therefore,  decided 
that  we  should  take  holidays  on  tlie  follow- 


ing two  days— Saturday  and  Sunday-and 
reconmience  work  on  Mondav. 

Xow  that  the  yacht  had  sailed  we  were 
quite  cut  off  from  the  outer  world,  and  be- 
gan to  feel  very  much  like  shipwrecked 
sailors,  witli  the  exception  that  we  had 
many  more  comforts  than  usually  fall  to 
their  lot.  I  suppose  it  is  only  in  novels 
that  those  convenient  hulks  drift  ashore 
containing  just  the  very  tilings  the  be- 
lated mariners  are  in  want  of.  for,  though 
we  kept  a  careful  look-out.  nothing  of  the 
kind  came  our  way.  Powell,  I  believe, 
tiiough  naturally  a  most  kind-hearted  fel- 
low, would  have  clieerfuUy  sacrificed  a 
vessel  for  a  few  hundred  Turkish  cigar- 
ettes, and  we  should  all  have  been  glad  of 
a  change  of  literature.  The  library  we 
had  brought  with  us  was  well  thumbed 
and  well  read,  even  to  the  advertisements. 
We  had  a  niotley  assortment.  We  all  be- 
came Shakespearian  scholars  ;  Bret  Harte's 
poems  and  the  "Bab  Ballades"  we  almost 
knew  by  heart  ;  and  we  came  to  look  upon, 
as  very  old  friend.s,  characters  of  all  sorts 
and  conditions  ;  among  others,  Othmar, 
Quilp,  Adam  Bede,  Lord  Fauntleroy,  the 
Modern  Circe,  and  Mrs.  Gamp. 

On  Monday  we  resumed  our  digging, 
with  renewed  vigor  after  our  two  davi' 
rest,  and  worked  steadily  at  the  landslip. 
After  we  liad  thoroughly  excavated  under 
the  big  rock  which  liad  been  discovered 
when  the  skipper  was  on  shore,  without  re- 
sult, Powell  and  myself  were  sent  to  ex- 
amine two  or  three  likely-looking  places 
higher  up  the  ravine,  so  as  not  to  leave 
any  chance  untried  ;  while  the  others  still 
worked  away  at  the  old  trench.

— Annther  live  halteries  of  Krupp  cuus  for  Uie 
Argeniiuc  goveniment  were  eniiiaikcd  al  Ham- 
burg on  die  27ih  uh. 

— The  loss  in  llie  cereal  cro|)S  of  the  province  of 
Cordoha,  Argentina,  is  estimaleci  at  40  per  cent,, 
compared  willi  last  year. 

—  It  is  rumored  that  the  Chilian  spies  rectntly 
caught  at  Ualii.i  lilanca  wt-re  a  couple  of  innocent 
amateur  photograpiiers.  Tliey  have  been  rcleaseii. 

—  President  Roca  is  reported  to  have  inspected 
the  foriilicaliiHis  on  Martin  Circia  islant).  By  the 
way,  is  it  not  a  l)reach  of  treaty  to  forlify  this 
isl.inil  ? 

— The  Montevideo  police  were  held  in  iheir  bar- 
racks under  arms  on  the  nigtit  of  the  2Sih  ult. 
President  linrda  seems  to  have  had  a  bad  dream, 
or  his  conscience  was  iioubliag  liim. 

— In  March  tlie  Argentine  national  guard  wil! 
again  begin  to  exercise,  and  he  will  continue  to  do 
tins  for  lliree  months.  The  military  fever  in  Ar- 
gentina is  really  becoming  serious. 

— A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  30th  says  that 
a  scandal  has  just  been  exposed,  Consisting  of  tlic 
snle  of  military  patents  fur  $200  each.  An  investi- 
gation is  ilemaiided,  but  in  the  hands  of  so  mer- 
cenary a  government  it  will  come  to  nothing. 

— In  Argentina  the  infantry  force  now  in  active 
service  is  said  tn  number  10,000  men.  This  is 
nearly  equal  what  the  nrmy  in  llie  United  States 
numbered  when  the  population  was  forty  to  fifty 
milliinis.  The  population  of  Argentina  is  unly 
four  uiillions. 

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  tlie  28th  s.iys  n 
contract  was  sij^ned  on  that  date  (or  the  purcliase 
of  the  Italian  ironclad  Aliiiiraitlc  S<niti  Bon,  now 
under  construction,  for  the  sum  a\  5,000,000  p;sos 
gold,  Koca  is  evidently  determined  to  sh>iw  how 
well  he  can  govern,  while  he  has  the  chance. 

— A  telegram  o(  the  29tli  announces  the  sudden 
death  of  Dr.  Arii^tobulo  Delvalle,  one  of  the  most 
prominent  lawyers  and  statesmen  in  Argentina. 
He  was  a  leader  of  tlie  radical  party,  and  h.id  been 
a  minister  under  I're-ident  Saeni  I'ena.  His  loss 
will  be  deeply  felt  in  the  best  political  circles. 

— .\lthougli  the  Argentine  government  hai  pur- 
chased some  500  cannon  in  Europe  for  field  bat- 
teries, ihese  are  not  considered  suflicient  and  act- 
ing Proidtni  Roca  has  been  treating  for  the  pur- 
chase of  more  guns  for  fortifications,  naval  vessels, 
etc.  For  a  bankrupt  state,  Argentina  is  spending 
money  rather  ficeiy. 

—The  estimated  number  of  cattle,  sheep  and 
horses  in  ihis  country  is  now  25,000,000,  So, 000,- 
000,  and  5,000,030  respectively,  as  ngainst  aboat 
17,000,000,  71,000,000  and  4,000,000  in  1887. 
The  provinces  which  contain  the  Isrgest  numbers 
ofcaitle  are  Buenos  Aires,  Entra  Rios,  Corrientes, 
Santa  Fe  ami  Cordob.i.  In  thjj'lasi  census  of  the 
province  ol  Buenos  Aires  in  l^S(  cattle  were  put 
down  at  4.754,000  and  sheep/at  57,845,000.— i]d(jf/ 
anJ  Paslinii,  liuenos  Aircsj 

—On  Wednesday  afternoon  there  was  quite  an 
excitement  in  the  Plaza  /Independencia  over  the 
young  Frenchman  Mr-'Kubuchon,  who  has  un- 
dertaken to  I  ide  froiu  here  to  New  York  on  horse- 
back. .-V  consideraiile  crowd  had  assembled  to 
see  him  start,  but  the  time  arrived  and  pajsed 
without  the  appsftrance  of  the  hero,  and  finally 
dissolved  in  disappointment  after  expending  a 
t;ood  deal  of  V  chaiT"  on  some  luckless  iniiividnals 
who  had  nothing  to  do  with  tlie  maiier.  Mr. 
Kohuchon  has  since  explained  to  the  press  that 
the  delay  was  due  to  the  failure  of  his  servant, 
who  declined  to  accompany  iiim  at  Die  last 
moment.  He  undertook  to  make  the  start  alone 
yesterday  evening,  but  we  cannot  say  if  he  did  so. 
He  hopes  to  arrive  at  the  end  of  his  foolhardy 
iourner  in  exacdy  a  year's  lirae.  —  M:r.;-jiij(o 
■7-™„-jJanDary  17. 
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The  situation  at  the  custom-house  is 
rapidly  becoming  intolerable,  and  the 
minister  of  finance  cannot  afford  to  per- 
mit its  continuation.  For  some  reason 
not  satisfactorily  explained,  the  customs 
officials  have  lately  permitted  extraordinary 
delays  in  the  discharge  of  lighters,  and  the 
inspector  is  opposing  the  extension  of  time 
for  dispatching  metchandise  under  the  old 
rates.  All  this  looks  decidedly  suspicious. 
The  minister  has  determined  that  on  the 
29th  inst.  shall  terminate  the  period  within 
which  merchandise  shipped  before  Decern 
ber  31st  niu&t  be  dispatched.  As  this 
merchandise  is  being  kept  afloat  in 
lighters  from  one  to  two  months  it  is  be- 
coming certain  that  a  very  large  proportion 
of  it  will  be  forced  to  pay  dutieS  under  the 
new  schedules.  This  is  not  only  unjust, 
but  it  has  the  appearance  of  being  the  re- 
sult of  an  intrigue  in  the  custom-house 
itself.  There  is  already  so  much  trickery, 
extortion,  blackmail  and  theft  in  that 
public  depaitment,  that  the  minister  ought 
tiot  to  countenance  its  schemes  any  longer. 
The  merchants  have  nearly  exiiausted  their 
patience,  anil  if  these  impositions'  and 
robberies  continue  much  longer,  they  will 
surely  make  ttouble.  Were  the  merchants 
of  this  city  to  suspend  business,  and  to 
publish  their  protest  for  the  whole  world 
to  read,  it  is  certain  thit  the  credit  of  Brazil 
would  suffer  a  severe  blow,  and  deservedly 


The  discussion  which  certain  medical 
men  are  now  carrying  on  in  the  newspa- 
pers in  regard  to  the  new  serum  treatment 
of  yellow  fever,  is  certainly  very  ill-advised. 
Two  of  them  are  claiming  priority  in 
recommending  this  treatment,  and  that, 
too,  in  defiance  of  the  fact  that  neither  of 
them  can  claim  anytliing  more  than  the 
suggestion  that  this  treatineiu  might  prove 
efficacious.  It  does  not  appear  that  they 
have  developed  anything  practical  from  the 
theory,  nor  that  their  investigations  contain 
anytliing  oi  interest  to  the  profession.  In 
this  connection  we  happen  to  know  that 
other  physicians  have  had  exactly  the  same 
idea  and  have  been  quietly  studying  and 
experitiieniing.  As  ihey  have  not  yet  dis- 
covered a  practical  way  for  cultivating  the 
virus,  or  in  preparing  the  serum,  as  has 
been  done  in  the  case  of  diphtheria,  they 
have  had  nothing  to  announce,  but  all  the 
same  they  are  entitled  to  just  as  much 
credit,  if  not  more,  than  the  practitioners 
wlio  are  now  disputing  about  priority  of 
discovery  in  the  newspapers.  We  happen  to 
know,  also,  oi  apparent  cures  effected  by  the 
serum  treatment  both  last  year  and  this, 
and  we  feel  confident  that  something  of 
great  value  will  result  from  these  expe- 
riences. But,  it  should  be  said,  the  proper 
treatment  of  yellow  fever  will  be  developed 
by  investigation,  not  newspaper  discussion. 
If  these  noisy  Galens  would  devote  them- 
selves to  patient  study  and  careful  inves- 
tigation, and  if  they  would  also  seek  to 
correct  the  unsanitary  conditions  which 
surround  us,  they  would  then  have  a  right 
to  claim  public  recognition  of  their  work. 
But  for  men  who  lay  in  wait  for  the  ideas 
developed  by  others,  and  then  claim  ori- 
ginalily  for  merely  a  suggested  application 
of  a  theory  to  sonieihing  else,  there  is  and 
can  be  no  just  claim  upon  public  gratitude. 


It  will  ha  fruitless  we  know  to  venture 
upon  even  a  mild  remonstrance  with  our 
London  contemporary  The  South  Ametican 
Journal  \n  regard  the  misleading  character 
of    its    comments  upon   Brazilian    affairs. 
The  intimate  relations  which  exist  between 
that  enterprising  journal  on  the  one  side, 
and  the  Brazilian    legation   and    tfeftSiiry 
agency  upon  the  other,  of  course  preclude 
our  offering  corrections,  while  the  intimate 
knowledge  which  it  possesses  in   regard  to 
Brazil  renders  it  impossible  for  us  to  impart 
information.    And  yet,  something  must  be 
done  I    Somebody  must  fill  the   breach  I 
It  won't  do   to   permit  the  editor  of  that 
paper  and  the  Brajtilian  legation  In  London 
to  construct  all  of  our  history  according  to 
their  own  notions.    There  are  some  thou- 
sands down  this  way  who  want  to  construct 
a  little  of  it  themselves,  and  some  scores  of 
them  are  already  at  it.     The  city  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  is  already  flooded   with  manuscript, 
and  documents  are  being  discovered  almost 
every  day  which  are  throwing  a  flood  of 
light  upon  the  events  of  the  past  six  years. 
Of  course,  London  is  the  financial  centre  of 
the    world,    as    the    editor  of  the  Sauth 
American  Journal  knows,  but  that  does 
not  make  it  the  centre  for  accurate  infor- 
mation on  Brazilian  politics,  and  we  would 
beg  him   therefore  to  spare  us  any  more 
eulogies  on  the  "great  marshal ".     The  ac- 
count must  have  been  squared  long  ago,  and 
as  we  know  much   belter  down  here  what 
the  said  marshal  really  was  and  did,  than 
his  admirers  in  London  can  possibly  know, 
we    consider    this    sound    advice.     When 
Vicente  Machado  confesses  to  have  received 
instructions  from  Peixoto  to  have  prisoners 
shot,    surely    the    editor    of    the     South 
Amtrican  Journal,  iu  London,  might  spare 
us  such    opinions  as;    "We    have  never 
given  credit  to  the  fabricated  tales  of  atroc- 
ity   and     fiendish    butcheries    frequently 
attributed   to    him   by  his    enemies,"  and 
"those  who    knew  him   most   intimately 
speak  of   his    firmness,  but  never    of  his 
having  been  a  willing  shedder  of  blood." 
On  this  point  a  correspondent  in  Curityba 
informs   us  that  when  Col.  Moreira  Cezar 
was    there   a    short    time   ago,    he    took 
occasion  to  inform   some  Florianistas,  who 
were  urging  him  to  suppress  certain  revo- 
lutionary sympathizers,   that  his  action  in 
Santa  Catharina  had  been  strictly  in  accor- 
dance with  superior  orders,  as  his  duty  afi  a 
soldier  compelled  him  to  do,  and  that  were 
he  to  receive  orders  from  Rio  to  shoot  them 
(the  Florianistas)    he  would  do  it.    So  it 
will  be  seen  that  we  are  gradually  getting 
at  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  these  facts  do 
not  confirm  the  history  we  are  receiving 
from  London.     Then,  too,  in  his  review 
of  1S95,  the  editor  of  the  South  Amtrican 
Journal  tells  us  that  Saldanha  da  Gama 
"committed  suicide,"   and    the    fight  in 
which    he    lost    his    life    is   located  at 
"Cuareim."  The  President  is  surrounded 
by  "  a  peace-loving  and  loyal  population," 
which  will  be  grateful  news  to  Castilhos, 
V'aliadao  and  the  jacobins  ;  our  finances  are 
booming,  as  instanced  by  the  "success" 
of  our  loans  during  the  year;  and  we  are 
being  thoroughly  reorganized  and  copper- 
fitted  in  every  department.    We  are  again 
told  that  the  internal  loan   of  last  year  was 
"subscribed  for  twice  over,"  when  all  the 
world  knows  that  it  was  barely  covered, 
and  that  the  guarantee  was    counted   to 
make  it  appear   that  it    had  been  taken 
"twice  over."    As  for  the  Trindade  case, 
it  is  now  apparent,  or  should  be,  to  the 
editor  of  the  South  Amctican  Journal  that 
he  was  just  a  little  too  previous.     He  fav- 
ored    arbitration,    and   we    presume    the 
legation  favored   it  also.      And    he  even 
went  so  far  as  to  call  those  opposed  to  it 
"jingoes,"    He   did  not  know  when    he 
wrote  that  review,  that  the  Bra^-ilian  gov- 
ernment  would  reject  arbitration,  and  that 
his  chief  in  Kio,  Minister  Carlos  de  Car- 
va  I  ho,  was  one  of  the  leading  *' jingoes." 
We  doubt  not  his  next  issue  will  explain 
the  mistake,  and  we  shall  expect  to  learn 
that  the  words  were  used  in  quite  a  Pick- 
wickian sense.

—A  telegram  from  Pari  says  that  Dr.  Paes  de 
Carvalho  will  he  elected  gwernor  of  the  stale  not- 
wiilislaoding  his  refusal  t<j  he  a  candidate. 

—According  to  telegrams  from  up  the  coast 
Veiga  Cabral,  "Rovernor  of  AmapA,"  ia  receiving 
ovations  at  all  the  ports.  He  ii  considered  a  hero 
apparently. 

—It  is  asserted  that  the  rea'snn  why  the  7th  bat- 
talion of  infantry  has  lieen  withdrawn  Irom  Santa 
Cnthaiinais  that  its  olfioers  quarrelled  Willi  Gov.

Few  Toies  were  cnst,  however,  the  opposition  not 
caring  to  contest  an  election  wliereeven  a  majority 
had  no  chance. 

—  ToA  Ga%etinka  asks  who  it  may  concern  to 
put  a  stop  to  the  thmwing  of  confetti  in  one  of  the 
churches  ot  Gnaratinguetd.  It  states  that  it  fre- 
quently occurs  that  the  ctfrt/^ft*  fall  upon  the  ira- 
ages  of  the  saints.

— As  a  Slo  Panlo  pJanternamed  Antonio  Toledo 
was  going  to  his  plantation  with  liis  family,  be  was 
attacked  on  the  road  near  llebedouro  by  bandits, 
and  his  son  was  shot  in  the  back,  and  died  an  hour 
afterwards.     The  assassins  escaped. 

—It  instated  that  at  Minas  Novas,  in  the  state 
of  Minas  Geraes,  an  unpnpular  judj^e  has  been 
boycotted  by  the  people  and  consequently,  ■|»eing 
imable  to  obtain  servant*,  food  or  cloiliing,  has  re- 
quested the  state  government  to  remove  him  to 
anotlier  district. 

— Tiie  Mimicipio  of  S.  Pnulo  suggests  the  crea- 
tion of  a  hospital  for  consumptives  at  Campos  do 
Jordao,  which  possesses  the  best  climate  in  Brazil 
within  reach  of  paiieiits.  There  are  wealthy  men 
enough  in  S.  Fauto  to  endow  such  an  institution  1 
if  ihcy  fell  inclined. 

— A  Campos  telegram  o(  the  30lh  says  tt»e  rnins 
there  have  been  very  heavy,  causing  great  .preju- 
dice to  agricultnre  and  causing  considerable  dam- 
age in  town  througli  the  fallinit  of  walls.  The 
'railway  communication  with  NicLlieroy  has  been 
interrupted  for  some  time. 

— In  Rio  Grande  the  new  commander-in-chief 
and  Julio  de  Castilhos  have  been  exclianging  com- 
pliments and  making  flattering  promises  during 
the  past  week.  In  the  meantime  the  federalists 
are  being  betrayed  and  assassinated,  and  Julio  is 
steadily  increasing  his  army.

— Senator  Coelho  Campos  complains  that  the 
Sergipe  postoffice  (ails  to  deliver  hiin  his  news- 
papers. Col,  ValU'lao' while  he  held  office  as  chief 
of  police  of  this  city  under  martial  law  doubtless 
became  proficient  in  the  nrt  of  preventing  news- 
papers from  reaching  the  persons  for  whom  they 
are  intended, 

— The  Sao  Panlo  papers  note  thatMr.  Henrique 
'Joppert,  accused  of  defrauding  a   lady    in   Sao 

^Paulo'to  the  extent  of  over  100,000$,  has  an- 
nounced lo  the  public  that  he  has  not  concealed 
his  residence,  and  that  he  can  be  fonnd  at  a  given 
address  in  Santos  by  the  police  whenever  any 

■  explanations  are  reqnired  on  the  ciiarges  made. 


In  Sergipe  the  connciU  diaposscsBed  of  the 
control  of  the  municipal  povemments  by  Col,  Vnl- 
tadio,  ate  protesting  against  his  action, 

A  I'aiA  trlegrnm  ol  the  28th  ult,  says  that  the 
local  democratic  paity  had  resolved  to  unite  with 
the  national  dunwcrnlic  party.  Let  us  hope  f.ir  the 
sake  ofsimnlicity  and  united  action,  that  all  tlie 
local  organizations  will  unite  with  the  iw  0  national 
dCganizntJons,  and  that  they  may  then  be  known 
as  "republican"  and  "democratic," 

Giibernntorial  and  municipnl  elections  were 
held  on  the  2nd  inst.  in  t'le  state  of  Espirito  Santo, 
Krtnins  recfived  indicate  that  Dr.  Graciano Neves, 
the  official  c.mdidate,  has  been  elected  governor, 
but  Senator  DoniiiigOB  Vicente,  the  opposition  can- 
didate, sfcms  to  have  polled  a  pretty  large  vote, 
ll  is  strtted  tliat  considerable  interest  was  dsplayed 
in  the  eleciion.  Much  cifiicial  pressure  and  several 
disturbances  are  reported. 

—In  response  to  a  writ  of  kah,\is  eoifm  Alferos 
Fubio  Paulista  and  a  fireman  left  S.  Paulo  on  the 
27th  to  appear  before  the  Supreme  Tribunal,  Tlie 
twii  prisoners  were  concerned  in  the  wrecking  ol 
two  newspaper  offices  in  Santos  on  December  5th. 
On  the  31st  ihey  returned  to  S.  Paulo,  their  ap- 
plication for  release  having  failed,  and  on  the  1st 
inst.  they  were  again  lodged  in  gaol  in  S.intos  where 
they  will  remainiunlil  trial. 

—The  civil  registry  of  Pari  shows  that  there 
were  182  biiths  in  that  cily  during  the  niontli  of 
December,  including  29  still-births.  Of  these  I04 
were  males  and  78  females,  102  legitimate,  5S  il- 
legitimate nnd  22  illegitimate  but  lejiitimatised 
after  biitli.  This  shows  very  nearly  44  per  cent. 
o(  illegitimacy.  The  dis|)roportion  in  tiie  sexes  is 
also  very  marked  and  it  would  be  interesting  to 
see  if  it  shows  the  same  for  the  whole  year, 

— There  was  an  interesting  exhibition  of  grapes 
at  the  commercial  association's  rooms  in  Sao  Paulo 
on  Sunday  last.  The  grapes  were  grown  in  the 
c/iticiira  of  D.  Veridiana  Prado  and  con'-i'ited  of 
145  varieties,  introduced  from  varions  countries  of 
Europe,  At  the  same  time  Dr.  Lnii  llarreto  gave 
a  lecture  on  tlie  acclimaiizatitin  of  grapes  in  the 
slate  of  Sao  Paulo.  The  Municipio  says  that  D. 
Veridiana  Prado  liai  300  varieties  of  grapes  under 
cultivation, 

—It  is  staled  tliat  Congressman  Glycerio  some 
lime  ago  instructed  tlie  governor  i^f  Alagoas  to  ar- 
rive at  an  agreement  with  the  opposition  in  ihat 
state.  The  governor,  it  is  said,  called  a  meeting 
of  his  friertds,  the  majority  of  whom  on  being  con- 
suUe<l  expressed  their  willingness  to  enter  into  ac- 
cord wilh  all  the  members  of  the  opposition  except 
Congressman  AranjoGoes  and  Maj(tr  Gatiino  Hez- 
ouro,  who,  we  presume,  are  the  very  jwrsons  that 
Glycerio  wishes  to  conciliate. 

—There  was  a  very  curious  telegiam  from  Kio 
PauIo  on  the  28th  ult.  It  stated  that  the  authori- 
ties had  determine.!  10  rigidly  suppress  gambling 
and  that  they  would  begin  with  the  private  resi- 
dences of  the  aristocrats.  The  telegram  then  aild- 
ed  that  no  announcement  would  lie  made  when  the 
raids  are  lo  be  made.  Of  course  an  announcement 
«.f  this  character  will  put  the  gamblers  on  their 
guard,  and  the  raids  will  catch  no  one  but  the  ig- 
norant poor  who  toss  for  pennies. 

— The  Sao  Panto  newspapers,  parlicnlarly  Ihe 
Municipio  and  Heportcr,  are  doing  gool  work  in 
tryint;  lo  repress  the  vice  of  gambling.  They  even 
publish  the  names  of  gambling  places  and  invite 
the  police  to  go  there.  Some  ol  the  clubs,  such  as 
the  Jockey  Club  and  the  Club  Internacional,  are 
nothing  but  gamliling  dens  where  many  a  young 
man  has  been  ruined.  Several  of  the  worst  sui- 
cides in  Sao  Paulo  »re  due  to  losses  at  these  in- 
famous places.  It  is  time  that  the  better  elements 
ot  society  wereuniied  for  their  repression. 

—The  Sao  Paulo  Reporter  of  the  27th  ult.  stated 
Ihat  it  has  certain  knowledge  that  four  representa- 
tives of  an  English  syndicate  had  been  negotiatini; 
for  the  estates  of  the  Companhia  Dumoni,  situated 
at  Ribeiiao  Pieto,  and  that  the  sale  had  at  la-it 
been  completed.  The  Repoit^r  gave  the  price 
paid  for  the  property  as  17,000,000$,  or  alinnt 
^^653, 800.  It  was  also  stated  that  the  buyers  left 
for  Europe  on  the  26th.  The  owners,  however, 
spoiled  the  pi-elty  story  by  denyinu  it  altogether, 
but  the  Reporter  persists  in  affirming  that  nego- 
tiations are  in  progress.

RIO  GRAXDE  DO  SL'L. 

Santa  Vittoria  de  Palmar,  ihe  home  of  Guiner- 
sindo  Saraiva,  is  one  nf  the  many  localities  suffer- 
ing from  Caalilhisla  tyranny  and  misrule.  A  ynnih 
of  16  years  of  age,  son  of  the  ex-revolutioiiisi, 
Monico  Oliveirn,  wns  recently  murdered,  his 
lliroat  beinn  cut  after  he  had  been  stabbed  nineteen 
limes.  No  stcpi  whatever  were  taken  lo  punish 
the  criminals  and  the  authorities  did  not  even  ^ee 
to  the  inlerinent  of  ihe  corpse,  which  was  buried 
by  neighbors.  After  this  occurrence  the  intendant 
with  a  sunad  of  policemen  went  to  the  house  of  the 
youth's  father  for  the  purpose  of  arresting  or  kill- 
iiip  him  ;  but  llie  latter,  wisely  suspicious  of  Cas- 
lilhisia  justice,  had  not  relumed  liomc  and  conse- 
quently  was  not  fonnd. 

One  of  the  Rio  Grande  papers  publishes  n  list  of 
13  persons  uinrdered  in  the  municipal  di-.trict  of 
Piraliiiy  by  Pedroso's  band  ol  Cnstithislas  and 
says  that  there  are  others  whose  names  are  not  ytt 
kaown. 

At  Alegiete  the  amne.--ticd  revolutionist  Annilial 
de  Padua  has  been  ai  rested  and,  at  last  nccounts, 
was  still  held  in  custody. 

The  Diario  of  JaguarSo  confirms  the  report  of 
the  eoiigintion  of  a  large  number  of  federalists  fioni 
that  city  and  its  vicinity  for  the  purpose  of  avoidiufi; 
ill-lrealnicni  from  the  hands  of  Casiilliistas  tliai 
infest  lli.it  region, 

Rnjihael  Cabeda  has  again  telegraphed  to  Gen, 
Tavari!s  for  the  purpose  of  phicing  on  record  llie 
Cnstilhista  outrages  that  have  come  to  his  know- 
ledge. He  also  telegraphed  to  Col.  Thomaz  Flores, 
who  was  then  commaniling  the  district,  asking  him 
to  take  measures  to  put  an  end  to  tliesc  crimes. 
Col. -Elores,  for  reasons  that  are  not  stated,  Imi 
may  be  conjectured,  asked  him  to  go  to  the  Livra- 
mento  lelegrnph  station  and  forward  a  fuller  ac- 
count of  liis  complaints.  But  Cabeda,  who  has 
seen  so  many  instances  of  Castilldsta  treachery, 
was  too  sagacious  to  fall  into  the  trap  and  prudent- 
ly answered  that  he  would  nut  go  to  IJvramento, 
becauic  he  had  not  tlie  slik'l'test  omlidcnce  in  the 
auihoritiL'S  at  that  place,  adiling,  however,  tliat  he 
would  lake  pleasure  in  forwarding  llie  infonnatiim 
demanded  from  any  point  at  whicli  it  was  safe  for 
him  to  do  so. 

The  loim  which  ihe  per*eciition  of  federalisis  in 
Rio  Giande  has  recently  taken  is  ihat  of  pressing 
tlicm  inio  Caslilhos'  service,  This  has  occnnoj  in 
vjiiious  localities  with  the  presumalile  object  of  ter- 
roriziuj;  the  dictator's  adversaries.  The  press- 
gang,  li'Wever,  is  not  confined  to  the  federalists, 
and  tlic  AV/«(i//Vir,  of  Porto  Alejjre,  says  that  at 
Crui  Alta  the  celebrated  mulatlo  JosiS  Gabriel,  for- 
cibly recruited  no  less  than  50  citizens,  whom  he 
sent  iiff  in  charge  of  an  armed  force  to  l)e  enlisted 
into  Ciislilhos'  niilitniy  brigade.  It  is  now  said 
that  to  this  brigade  are  to  be  added  not  only  Joao 
Francisco's  men,  but  also  ihose  of  Sanlos  Eilho 
and  Joaquini  Teltes  de  Queiroz,  wilh  Geucrnl  Hyp- 
poliio  Rdteiro  as  commander-in-chief.  All  this, 
which  ia  said  to  be  cootrary  to  Caslilhos'  own  con- 
stitulioii,  his  friends,  however,  deny,  asserting  that 
l»cyimd  taking  Jofio  FranciHCo's  men  inio  bis  ser- 
vice he  has  not  recently  increased  his  military 
force,  lie  tliis  as  it  may,  there  seems  to  be  no 
douht  that  many  of  his  [lartisans,  who  had  been 
enlisted  ill  the  irregular  commands  in  l!ie  seivice 
of  the  general  government  have  not  yet  btcn 
mustered  out  of  that  service  and  cnnliniie  t'>  dtaiv 
pay  iroin  the  federal  treasury.  It  is  said,  fur  in- 
stance, that  Salvador  Pinheiio's  men  will  be  paid 
out  of  tkte  2,000,000$  recently  sent  by  [he  general 
government  to  Rio  Grande  and  we  have  no  doubt 
that  the  greater  part  of  the  special  appropriation 
of  14,000,000$  voted  by  Congress  will,  if  Gen, 
Vnsques  reniains  at  the  liead  of  ibc  war  office,  find 
its  way  sooner  or  la'er  iiit'J  the  pockels  ot  Cas  il- 
hist  as. 

But,  in  spile  of  Castilhos'  display  of  force  and 
his  lavish  expenditure  of  the  money  oi  the  tax- 
payers of  the  whole  country,  bis  power  is  evidently 
waning,  and,  if  his  adversaries  continue  to  oppose 
liiin  with  llie  constancy  and  activity  which  they 
have  hiihci to -shown,  his  overihrow  ih  merely  a 
question  of  time.  In  iiis  own  paity  ihe  signs  of 
dissioluiioii  aie  |ilain.  In  many  localities  his  nin- 
iiicipal  K"*"^'*umeiits,  imitating  that  of  Poito  Ale- 
gre,  have  rebelled  against  him,  accusing  him  of  en- 
croaching on  their  rirht.s.  In  some  dislricis  iIil- 
fcdernlisls,  tiredof  his  tyranny,  are  beginning  10 
rclaliate  on  their  persecutois,  who  in  seveial  in- 
stances have  already  paid  dearly,  f.ir  their  crimes. 
Gen.  Cantuaiia  has  taken  charge  of  the  niiliiary 
ilistnct,  and,  .illhough  his  relations  wiili  Ciisiilhos 
arc,  aR  was  to  be  expecled,  apparently  very  cor- 
di:d,  his  tir.-t  utterances  are  eminently  saiisfactory, 
aod,  if  his  practices  conform  to  his  profcsKioow,  he 
will  contnbule  in  no  small  degree  towards  fiiidiin' 
a  peaceful  snlntion  for  the  crisis.  In  his  aiidrcss 
(o  the  troops  I'U  taking  command  he  says  that, 
since  the  revolutioiiisls  have  faithfully  pt;rfonned 
their  part  of  ihe  compact  with  the  governnuni, 
hotli  honor  and  expediency  demand  that  the  lalicr 
shall  observe  ils  pledges.  Without  this,  lie  con- 
tinues, peace,  which  is  the  supreme  aspiration  of 
[he  nation,  is  utterly  impossilile.  Tin;  .irniy,  lie 
says,  is  intended  to'prolect  the  rights  of  all  ciliKens 
and  cannot  lawfully  lend  itself  to  promote  the  in- 
terest nf  any  poli1ic.1l  party.  In  a  lelcgram  ail- 
dressed  to  Julio  de  Caslillios  be  displays  the  same 
spirit  assorting  that  the  object  of  his  mission  to  Rio 
Grande  is  to  enforce  the  strict  obseivaiice  uf  lite 
law  of  Aug.  23. 

If  Gen.  Cantuaria  will  honestly  execute  this  pro- 
gramme,  nothing  more  can  be  demanded  of  liini. 
All  ihat  is  required  of  the  general  government  and 
its  officers  is  to  refrain  from  aiding  Castilhos  in  de- 
priving the  federalists  of  the  exercise  of  their  civil 
and  poliiical  rij^hts.  Wdialever  is  necessary  in  ad- 
dition to  this  will  be  done  by  the  federalists  them- 
selves. 

A  telegram  of  the  and  inst.  states  on  Gen.  Can- 
Uiaria's  arrival  at  Poito  Alegre  from  Pelotas,  a 
number  of  military  officers  called  on  him  and  lie 
made  them  a  short  speech  repealing  what  he  had 
said  in  his  address  to  the  army  (if  the  6th  militaiy 
dislrict  and  in  his  telegram  to  Caslilhos,  Me  in- 
formed them  that  be  had  received  instructiors  from 
llie  Piesidenl  to  enforce  at  all  hazards  the  e\ecu- 
lion  of  the  compact  of  Aug.  23,  lie  believed,  he 
asserted,  that  he  could  fully  confide  in  the  disipHne 
and  patriotism  of  the  army  to  malic  pacification  a 
reality   and   he   expressed   the  conviction    that  the 


financial  creilit  of  Uracil  and  the  slaliility  of  re- 
publican insiiuuions  absolutely  depend  on  peace  in 
ihe  slate  of  Kio  Giande,  towards  which  ihe  eyes  of 
all,  foreigners  as  well  as  Brazilian',  who  are  inter- 
ested in  llie  welfare  of  llie  country,  are  now  anxious- 
ly turned.
